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ABSTRACT 

The paper deals with the flora of Phanerogams and Pteridophyte of Amarkantak plateau, Total 
number of species enumerated in this paper is 635 (Angiosperms 612, Gymnosperms 2 and Pteriefophytes 
21) of which 7 species are new for Centra! India and 14 for Madhya Pradesh. 


INTRODUCTION 

Amarkantak, one of the sacred places for the 
source of the river Narvada, is situated in 22°4i'N 
and 8 i 0 46'E, on the eastern most extremity of 
Maikal Range. It is 104 kilometres by road from 
Shahdol which is on the Katni-Bilaspur section of 
the South-Eastern Railway, 

At Amarkantak, the Vindhyas touch the Satpura 
range; the Maikal Hill is thus the place of union 
of the two mountain ranges and hence probably the 
name ‘Maikal’. According to another Mythology 
the name ‘Maikal’ is derived from the name of a 
sage—‘Maikal Rishi’ who did penance in its forest 
clad ravines. In the local Mythology it is believed 
that when God ‘Shiva’ came for penance on the 
hill its name was 'Risabh*. In the ‘Ramayana’ it is 
named as ‘Risabh’. During the period of Maha- 
bharat, it was called ‘Vanshgulm’. Kaliaas in 
‘Meghdut’ named it ‘Amrakut’. Apparently, Ama- 
rankat appears to be the earlier correct name be¬ 
fore it was misspelled as Amarkantak, 

Amarkantak lies on a plateau at an altitude of 
approximately 1000 metres, from the four direc¬ 
tions of which four rivers arise—namely, Son from 
east, Narvada from west, Jwalavanti (Jobilia) from 
north and Mahanadi from south. The river 
Johilla joins the Son shortly after rising and flows 
towards north into Ganges. Another little stream 
the Arpa bubbles forth and shortly tumbles over 
the sheer cliff to the south and mingles with the 
great Mahanadi, which drains the plains of 
Chhattisgarh into the Bay of Bengal. Besides, few 
perennial streams (: nallah ), namely Barati nallah, 
Amanallah etc. flow in the area. Narvada flows 
in opposite direction, i.e. from east to west and 
pours its water into the Gulf of Cambay. Shortly 
after its place of origin, it flows into famous falls 


of Kapildhara, whenceforth it follows a tortuous and 
usually a rock-bound course. 

Maikal Range runs in a south-westernly direc¬ 
tion ; towards the north, the slopes are gradual, but 
on the south the mountains fall abruptly, leaving 
a magnificent view over the foot hills. The whole 
area is hilly; the highest point being Damgarh 
(1102.27 m). Local topography and other physical 
features combine to produce a bewildering variety 
of edaphic conditions. Mountain slopes are inter¬ 
sected and much cut up by water courses and 
ravines. At places the ridges are steep and there 
are narrow valleys with cliffs, gorges and all sorts 
of exposures. The aspect vary considerably. The 
area, thus provides a variety of habitats. 

GEOLOGY AND SOIL 

Amarkantak has hills capped with bauxite and 
laterite products with underlying basalt (Deccan 
trap). Soils are typically shallow where the topo¬ 
graphy is steep but of fair depth on the flatter tops. 
Laterite is usual. The soil is ferruginous and clayey 
with more or less acidic and neutral reactions 
(Misra 1956). 

CLIMATE 

Table I records the temperature and rainfall data 
of the area based on records from observatory of 
Forest Research Centre, Amarkantak, 

The mean annual temperature ranges from 21 °~ 
31 °C ; the January mean being about 21 °C and the 
May temperature rising to about 3i*33°C. May 
and June are the hottest months and December 
and January coldest months when the lowest tem¬ 
perature reaches to i°C. 

Rainfall is largely from S.-W. Monsoon. Maxi¬ 
mum rainfall is from July to September, Winter

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rains occur in December and January. Total annual 
rainfall is over 1900 mm. 

Frost occurs mainly in February causing great 
injury to the crop, so much so that even trees of 
sal are badly injured.

VEGETATION 

The plateau carries subtropical vegetation. The 
forest type that occurs in the plateau is classified 
under ‘Central Indian subtropical hill forests' 
( Champion, 1938). The vegetation has the follow¬ 
ing natural aspects: 

Sat (i Shorea robusta ) Forests : Sal constitutes 
almost pure forests over considerable areas. The 
common associates are Mallotus philippensis, 
Buckanania lanzan, Qngeinia oogeinensis, Ter mi- 
nalia chebula, Bauhinia sp., Grewia spp., Gardenia 
latifoba, Anogeissus laiifolia, etc. which support 
climbers like Bauhinia vahlii, Diseorea spp., Celastrus 
paniculatus, Smilax sp. etc. The ground flora con¬ 
sists of Desmodium spp., Moghania spp., Urena 
lobata, Plectranthus mollis, Sida spp., Crotalaria 
spp., Leucas spp., Pogostemon bengalensis , Leea 
spp., Strobilanthes spp., Oplismenus spp., Setaria 
spp., etc. 

Mixed forests of Valleys: In Valleys sal loses its 
dominance after certain altitude and is replaced by 


miscellaneous species e.g. Bauhinia retusa, Grewia 
spp., Ficus spp., Rhamnus wightii, Bursera serraia, 
Schlechera oleosa, Scheffiera venulosa etc. The 
forests are rich in ground flora which is composed 
of Triumfetta spp.. Begonia picta, Sida sp., Pimpi - 
nella spp., Plectranthus mollis, Strobilanthes spp., 
Crotalaria spp., Oplismenus composites, Setaria spp. 
etc. 

Mixed forests of open Areas : In open areas 
mixed forests of semi-deciduous nature occur. 
Important constituent species of this type are: 
Butea monosperma, Lagerstroemia parviflora, Bos - 
wellia serraia, Gardenia laiifolia, Anogeissus laii - 
folia, Ficus spp., Lannea coromandepca , Garuga 
pinnaia etc. 

Scrub : On exposed steep hill slopes and ridges, 
where drier conditions prevail scrub vegetation is 
found. Euphorbia neriifolia , Zizyphus spp., Gar¬ 
denia laiifolia, Spermadictyon suaveolens are the 
important constituent species of this type. 

Grasslands: Open pastures extending in great 
tracts adjacent to the sal areas and along the banks 
of Narvada, are composed of Coix lacryma-jobi, 
Coelachne simpliciuscula, Chionachne koefiigii, 
i Eehinochloa stagnina, Eragrostiella bifatia, Era - 
grostis spp., Panicum spp., Paspalum spp., Saccio- 
s lepi$ indiea, S. myosuroides, Sppdiopogon rhizo- 
phorus etc. in wet situations. Elsewhere the grass¬ 
lands are composed of Apluda muiica, Heteropogon 
contortus, Themeda spp., Bothriochloa glabra, B. 
pert us a, Dicanthtum annulatum, etc. Other species 
characteristic to the grasslands are: Exacum tetra - 
gonum, Swertia angustifolia, Lavandula bipinnata , 
Sopubia delphinifolia, Crotalaria spp., Dysophila 
cruciata, Centr anther a nepalensis, Utricularia spp. 
etc. 

Aquatic Vegetation : Aquatic flora is poor in the 
area, and is found only in ditches or where the flow 
of stream is very slow, i.e . on abrupt curves of 
streams and rivers. Notable species are: Vallis- 
neria spiralis, Potamogeton javanicus, Myriophyllum 
intermedium , Ammania rotundifolia, Eriocaulon 
ritcheanum, Limnophila indiea, Nymphoides cris - 
taium, etc. 

Flora: The flora of the area is interesting as it 
presents few types that are characteristic to the 
North-West and Central Himalaya, e.g. Thalictrum 
foliolosum, Geranium ocellatum, Androsace um¬ 
bellate, Mazus delavayi, Lindernia hookeri var. 
kumaunensis etc. 

The percentage of species of dicotyledons and 
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monocotyledons in the flora of Amarkantak is 68.3 
and 26.5 respectively while in the flora of the 
World 81.30 and 18.70. Thus the percentage of 
monocotyledons in the flora of Amarkantak is very 
high as compared to the percentage of monocoty¬ 
ledons in the flora of the World. It is due to the 
large number of grasses in the area. Except Cypera- 
ceae and Gramineae monocots are poorly repre¬ 
sented. The Gymnosperms are altogether absent 
(except the few planted). Pteridophytes are also 
not rich in the area. 

It is interesting to note the proportion of genera 
to species. It is approximately 1:13 for the 
World, 1:7 for India, 1:1.5 for Amarkantak. 
This shows the small proportion of species to the 
number of genera in the flora of Amarkantak. This 
is in accordance with general rule that floras of 
smaller areas and remote islands are relatively 
richer in orders and genera than in species. 

Gramineae is the largest family with regard to 
the number of species, so much so that its ratio 
with rest of the monocotyledons comes to approxi¬ 
mately 1:3. The second largest family in the flora 
of the area is Compositae and third Papilionaceae. 

REVIEW OF PREVIOUS WORK 

There is no published account of the flora of 
Amarkantak. Only a brief account of the vegeta¬ 
tion has been described by i?. Misra (1956). 

PRESENT STUDY 

The present paper is the result of 6 years inten¬ 
sive studies on the flora. Total area covered 
is approximately 100 sq, km, ranging from 800- 
uoo metres of altitude. The highest point is 
Damgarh which rises to the height of 1102,27 m. 
The approximate limits of the area covered are, 
Jaleshwar to the north, Bhrigukamandal to the 
south, Amadob to the east and Panchdhara to the 
west, as shown in the map. 

For collections of plants regular touring in 
different seasons were undertaken for four years. 
The specimens are preserved at the Herbarium, 
State Forest Research Institute, Jabalpur, M.P, 

In all 614 species of Phanerogams and 21 of 
Pteridophytes have been enumerated in the follow¬ 
ing pages. Seven species are new for Central India 
(marked by double asterisk) and fourteen for Madhya 
Pradesh (marked by single asterisk). Nomenclature 
of species has been brought up-to-date in conformity 
with the latest International Code of Botanical 
Nomenclatures. Local names given are those gather¬ 


ed by personal contact with the inhabitants. A 
short note on the occurrence of species and time of 



flowering and fruiting has been given under each 
species.
